THE TmMIO RATION REFOKT. 

The firat iiiiniigration report ever 
printed in British Columbia has coiiio 
to liiind, issued by the iiiiniigration of 
6ce of Victoria, by Mr. Ji'.ssop, the iin 
niignition ngcn', and addresspd to the 
IMiiii.st(!r of Agriculture. Tlie report 
extends over a period of three months 
endiug 30th June, which is the time 
the office has been established. It 
eonmeiioea with a table, however show- 
ing the appro.xiiimte number of iniiiii- 
grnntR that hnve arrived hero up to 
diuo during thu last 6 months, coui- 
mencine January wliiidi are cla.ssed as 
follows:— Whites, 5,159; Chinese, 1,- 
622. The increase of white popula 
tion from immigiation for tiin [leriod 
mentioned is e.siiuuued at 2,0;U, to 
which may be atUlod 500 laliorers, rail- 
road cari)cntfrs and others shipijcd di- 
rect from Sun Francisco to New Wo.st- 
ininsler by the steamer Victoria mak- 
int; in all an increase of 2500 white 
iuiiiiigrants during the tir.st half of the 
present year. Tluough inabiliiy to ol)- 
tain Dominion lamlsin the New West- 
minster district and other causes, a per 
ceiitago of these have left, 1 ut it is e.s- 
tunaled that fully 2000 mu.st have 
been permanently added to our popu- 
lation. The visits to the immigration 
ofBco in Victoria wore iis fullowa: .April, 
152; May, 145.

During 
the throe months the immigration odico 
has been established, 25li letters respect- 
iiif; land, resources, and other particulars 
have been answered, and 4000 copies of 
the provincial government pamphlet, as 
well aa other papers, distributed. The 
excellent guide book, issued by tho pro- 
vincial govornmont, has been widely cir- 
circulated and has boon tho means of 
attraetinjj much attention to the prov- 
inco, but unfortunately the edition of 
5000 is almost exhausted. The seorotary 
of the department of agriculture at Otta- 
wa states that the British Columbia 
liand book would soon bo ready, and 
this would give time for tho i.s.suu of 
another edition of the provincial work. 
The report calls attention to die want of 
better nlHco accommodation, and the 
necessity of sumo temporary accommo- 
dation for immigrants, the want of which 
was felt in a discouraging manner in tho 
cummencoment uf the season, the hotels 
and boarding houses being already over- 
crowded. Every effort had boon made 
by the immigration agent to afford the 
fullest information to all new arrivals.

APPALLING SCENES. 

The ground opened in many places, 
while in other places there was not a 
movement. Wnter gu.-ihed out of tho 
the springs. Several boilers in tho bath- 
ing-houses burst. The theatre, a wooden 
structure, was literally torn open, allow- 
ing the audience to escape. At Kiro 
there are many dead and wounded. At 
Forio the churches were ruined, but no 
one was killed. Troops recovered tho 
body of the Floroutiiie Perfect of Luas- 
ari. All thu steamers plying between 
Ischi and the mainland were immediately 
chartered by the government to bring tho 
wounded from the Island. Tho excito- 
ment in Italy may ho imagined from tho 
fact that 2000 visitors were in Ischia, in- 
chuliiig wealthy Roman and Neapolitan 
faiiiilios. 

TIIHEK TOWNS IN KUIN8. 

Rome, July 29. — The Naples corros- 
l)oiident of tho Beriogiler telegraphs as 
follows; "I have just returned from Is- 
chia. Casaiiiicciohi, Lacco and Fario 
have been destroyed. They were three 
of tho must flourishing places on the is- 
land, wliich was half ovothrnwn. Tho 
road botweoii tho towns of Ischia and 
Caaamicciola is impassable. " The Prefect 
of Naples telegraphs that the town of 
Cssamicciola has ceased to exist. Tho 
train from this city to Naples to-day was 
crowded with passengers on inquiry as 
tu the fate of their friends. The Bishop 
of Oasamicciola, Dun Felipinas of Rome, 
and the Perfect of Caaglian, are reported 
among tho dead. There wero very few 
Fiiglish visitors on the island at the time 
of tho disaster. None of tho special dis- 
patches moiitiun American names ammig 
tho killed or injured, and it is hoped that 
all escaped. The English chaplain lost 
olio child. A Mr. Greer and wife are 
among the killed at the Hotel Piccola. 

TUK WOIIK OF IlKSUUE. 
A latter telegram stales that all tho 
In'iulsat Oasaiiueciola are wrecked. The 
.Miuistor of Public Works and the Pro- 
feci of Naples, with u large force of men 
iiurried to the scene. The soldiers will 
ivi rk tu make the ruins secure and will 
engage in the search fur the wounded.

London, July 31. — A correspondent at 
Ca|)0 Town says that O'Donnoll (jnly took 
passage fur Cape Town, but learning that 
l/'atey was a fellow passenger, ho continu- 
ed on the journey with him on tho steam- 
er Melrose and shot him when tho steam- 
er was close to Algoa Bay, in tho 
presence of the informer's family. O'Don- 
nell IS calm and collected. He is strongly 
guarded, as rumors are afloat that an at- 
tempt at rescue will bo made. A fund to 
be used in defending him is being collect- 
ed. 

o'uonnell's explanation. 
Cai'e 'J'own, Aug. 1. — O'Donnoll was 
nxamined before a Port Elizabeth Magis- 
trate to-day on a charge of murdering 
James Carey, the informer. According 
iho evidence given, Caroy and U'Donnell 
had been drinking in the second-claks 
cabin just before the murder. When tho 
hteamur was half way between Table Bay 
and Algoa Bay, O'Diuinell suddenly shot 
Caroy in the nock with a rovtdver. Caroy 
staggered awiy and U'Donnell followed 
ami shot him twice in tho back. He died 
in 20 niinutoa. O'Donnoll says he was 
formerly a California digger, and that ho 
lost largely in a silver mine. Ho was un- 
aware of Carey's identity until he saw it 
staled ill a paper who Po.vor was. He 
then dolerminod to kill him. Mrs. Carey 
deposed at the exami nation that after tho 
murder she aaked O'DoiiiiuU : "Did you 
shoot iny husband! and ho replied, "Yes, 
I was sent to do it."

LiVEKPOOL, Aug. 1. — Justice Stephen,

'I'he subjects re- 
ferred to by tho board were the L-iland 
railway and dry dock, the Cottonwood 
Caiion, railway lands, immigration, Vic- 
toria harbor iini)rovementa, the snag- 
boat, straits cable, Victori.'i ixist otlice, 
Kootenay Bill, parcel post, and quaran- 
tine. -Vfter hearing the views of the 
members a reply was given to each subject 
serviatiiu : 

Ai'PnoritiATiONa. 
Sir Alexander said tlio gentlemen must 
not be impatient about tho oxpondituro 
being cartied into uifoct, as appropria- 
tions only dated from the first July and 
that the sums would be expended in due 
course. 

ISLAND RAILWAY. 

Sir Alexander said that tho Llomiuioii 
govornnient would secure tho con.struc- 
tion of the Island railway and that idtiira- 
tions had been made in tho agreement, 
which had been taken to iStinainio by 
Mr. Trutcli fur Mr. Dunaniuir's inforiua- 
tion . He saw no roaann why the work 
could nut bo coinmencod alnioat imtnedi- 
atoly. 

DttY DOCK. 

The -Miniator of Justice said there had 
been misapprohensiim on this subject. 
The accounts of expendiluro submitted to 
tho Dominion oovernnieiit only e.\teiuleti 
to June, 188'i, whereas the work waa car- 
ried on for several months after Juno.

—While there 
ia much excitement in Winnipeg over On- 
tario's taking posseaaioii, the utmoat qui- 
etude reigns here. No lumber seizure 
has yet been made, but on Monday it waa 
doomed desirable by tho niagialry to 
swear in thirty special constables in view 
of possible contingencies. They were dis- 
continued last night, and it ia not likely 
they will bo again required. No further 
movement has been attempted by the 
Nortiuay government, and their licenses 
issued a week before tho revocation of 
tho Public Works here, and not paid for 
by the recipients, are regarded as uaeless. 
The Ontario licenses will be iasiiod this 
week. Three local commiasionora and an 
inspector have been appointed. The 
Council, acting under a Manitoba charter 
of incorporati.in, say they are ready to 
resign and reorganize under Ontario if tho 
latter province will aaauineall their legiti- 
mate indebtedness incurred since their 
formation last year. Tho amount, which 
is said to bo in the neighborhood of two 
thousand dollars, was principally incurred 
during the small pox visitation last win- 
ter. The feeling of the people generally 
ia oxcuUont, but a few hot Tories, inter- 
ested in timber dealing and land grant- 
ing, would create a disturbance if they 
saw any chance of success. Some of tho 
statements in the Winnipeg papers about 
atTaira hero are ludicrous from their un- 
truthfuliioas and sensationalism. 

Halifa.x:, N.S., July 18. — Customs ofli 
cers to-day discoverotl a number of boxes 
of contraband tobacco, being landed from 
a coasting schaoner at one of the city 
wharves.
